A con- 
siderable concentration of Japanese 
ie observed at Sianchan, on tho Hun 
river, thirty-five miles southwest of 
Mukden>, and Japanese 
cavalry is 


massing in the valley of the 
Pu 


river. 
The latter is a tributary of 


the Hun. river, -which, crosses tho line 
o£ railway midway bet-ween Tie pass 
and Mukden and. may furnish 
a 


natural lino of 
advance from tho 


west. 
Oyama's armies now appar- 


ently cover a front of sixty miles 
for 
enveloping 
movements. 
His 


wings are extended, to the north, east 
and vest of Mukden. Thus far the 
Hussiana have found little strength 
or pressure from the Japanese cen- 
ter. 
Oyania seems to be moving with 


great deliberation1, probably gather- 
ing strength for a rapid advance of 
both wings when an attempt is made 
to close the net, 
Although the im- 


aginary line connecting the extreme 
Japanese advance east and west of 
Mukden still passes ten miles below 
that city, it Is evident that Hie fate 
of Mukden cann-ot long be delayed, 
if General Kuropatkln intends to try 
to hold the city fighting on his flanks 
•will begin- almost immediately. 


JAPS TAKE OFFENSIVE. 


1 St. Petersburg, Sept. 27.—The gen-

ary degrees'In law existed and th.it 
but a single instance had been dti- 
covered—in Tennessee. 
Regarding 


the subject of combination in 
Hie 


form of trusts, the committee report- 
ed that under the clause of the con- 
stitution to regulate commerce con- 
gress has no power to create corpor- 
ations except those whidh have for 
their object the carrying on of ex- 
clusively interstate business. The 
report concluded 
by 
submitting a 


resolution: 


"That the bill 
presented to con- 


gress by the Maritime Law Associa- 
tion of the United States entitled 'an 
act to authorize the maintenance of 
actions for negligence causing deaih 
in maritime cases,' is, in the opinion 
of this association, one -which sup- 
plies a defect in the law of the Uni- 
ted States and we earnestly recom- 
mend to congress that it should ta'-to 
up and pass this bill."

Tho 
question before the court was wheth- 
er or not It hod the power to enjoin 
the secretary of state as requested by 
Uie stalwarts. 
An affirmative deci- 


sion meant that the stalwarts were 
entitled to have the names of their 
candidates upon tho ticket at the No- 
vember election—a negative decision 
gives the ticket 
to tho half breeds. 


The decision carries with it moreover, 
the control of the party machinery, 
for both conventions selected stnta 
central committees and that commit- 
tee which is declared, regular will 
control the state campaign. 


Under the election laws of Wiscon- 


sin it is the duty of the secretary of 
state to certify to the several county 
clerks throughout the state tho namea 
of the candidates chosen at the state 
convention for the various ofllces. 
"Walter L. Houser, the present secre- 
tary of state, is an active adherent 
of Governor Lafollettte, and was re- 
nominated In the gymnasium conven- 
tion for the position he at present oc- 
cupies. The stalwarts, believing that

HOW TROUBLE STARTED. 


The struggle between- the followers 


of Governor 
Robert M. Lafollette, 


who aro known as tho "half breeds,11 


and the "stalwarts," who are headed 
by Senators Spooner and 
Qunrles, 


originated some time prior to tii e 
holding of the state coiwoatlon, May 
18, 1904, when the open rupture 
between the two factions occurred. 
The state central committee, whlcl 
issued the call for tho convention, 
was composed of a chairman1 nnd 
twenty-two 
members, 
sixteen of 


whom were adherents of Q-overnor 
Lafollette. 
The 'state central com- 


mittee in its call for the convention 
aiwiounced that it would act as 
committee on credentials and deter- 
mine what delegates were entitled to 
seats in the convention hall.

and Bay that no properly accredited 
delegate was denied a seat, and that 
the delegates who were finally ad- 
mitted to participate in the conven- 
tion were the only men from tho con- 


tested .districts entitled to tha privi- 
lege. 


The convention, after ft short ses- 


sion in the 
gymnasium, 
met in 


Fuller's opera house and held -what 
is known as the "opera house ^con- 
vention." Both of the 
conventions 


nominated candidates for state offices. 
Robert M. Lafollette was nominated 
by the "half breeds" for governor, 
the "stalwarts" putting up Samuel 
A. Cook. 
The republican 
national 


committee meeting in Chicago prior 
to the national convention decided 
that the opera house convention was 
the leg-al one. 


The contest "was carried before tha 


committee on credentials, but 
the 


Lafollette people declined to appear. 


The committee on credentials ap- 


pointed a sub-committee to hear the 
evidence. 
This sub-committee 
re- 


ported back to the credentials com- 
mittee that in its opinion the de- 
cision of the national committee "was 
correct and the "stalwarts" delegates 
at large should be given permanent 
seats on tho floor of the national 
convention. 
The report of tho sub- 


committee was approved by the na- 
tional convention and the stalwarts 
were seated.

•eports setting for.th a decision had 
n a case at common law wherein the 
defendant corporation was the Stand- 
ard Oil company, than which there is 
no trust more distinct In its aspects 
or more unequivocal in its operations. 
If, however, tho common law and the 
statutes already available prove in- 
adequate to deal with this uppermost 
question, ,he declares himself In favor 
of such legislation as may bo need- 
'til to empower tho government to 
deal with tho trusts to relief of the 
leople, 


Tho subject of pensions 
affords 


Judge Parker occasion to como back 


at President Boosevelt In respect o: 
a sharp challenge flung out in the 
president's letter of acceptance. Judge 
Parker's letter critlciseB the now no 
torious pension order No. 78, which 
by executive -authority and withoui 
legislative warrant fixed the statue 
of pensioners of a certain class. Judge 
Parker does not oppose the giving ol 
the pension, but he does oppose the 
manner in which ,it.-is given as an 
extra-legal act of the .executive.. In 
reply to widespread criticism Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in conclusion of his 
self-defense, thus challenged in his 
letter of acceptance: "If our oppo- 
nents com'e into power they can re- 
voke this order. * * * Will they 
authoritatively state that they intend 
to do thisP If so, we. accept the is- 
sue." 
Wow, this was a plain "dare" 


to Judge Parker to put himself in the 
record as willing to oppose any sort 
of an act relating to soldiers' pen- 
sions, even though any such act were 
an illegality and an executive usur- 
pation. To this Judge Parker makes 
this frank and courageous rejoinder: 
"This suggests the suspicion, at least, 
that the order (No, 78) was niade t3 
create an issue—that it was supposed 
to present a strong strategic position 
in the battle of ballots. But, as the 
making of that 
order was, in my 


judgment, an attempted, though per- 
haps unwitting encroachments upon 
the legislative power, and therefore, 
unwarranted by the constitution, tho 
challenge is accepteu. If elected, 1 
will revoke that order." But, Judge 
Parker declares he will go further, 
ihat being done, and do all in his 
lower to secure the enactment of n 
law by congress, which law he will 
approve, that will give an nge pen- 
sion to the surviving veterans of the 
civil war without reference to dis- 
ability, which reference, it should be 
stated, did have essential operation 
n pension order No. 78. There is 
nothing in this attitude of Judge 
?arker that every veteran cannot ap- 
jrove and applaud with heartiness. 


Judge Parker made a strong plea 


for economy in the administration of 
;ho government and goes into the 
enormity which federal expenditures 
within tho past few years have be- 
come and ho points out with admon- 
tory force the existence'of a largo 
and rapidly growiag 
deficit in, the 


ireasury. He also sounds a call for 
lie-rough investigation of all the de- 
partments of the government's ex- 
ecutive branch and arraigns the re- 
mblican majority In congress 
for 


;hwarting tho 
effort made by the 


democrats to institute a searching 
nquiry into the frauds of tho post- 
office- department. 
f. 


In conclusion, Judge Parker says: 
'I have put aside a congenial work, 
:o which I had expected to devote my 
ife, in order to assume, as best I cmi, 
tho responsibilities your convention 
put upon me. If it be the wish of 
tho people that I undertake tho duties 
of tho presidency, I pledge myself, 
with Qcd's help, to devote all 
r.iy 


powers and encrgie^ to tho duties ot! 
this exalted oflice.'' It is not to be 
doubted or questioned. If it fall out 
that the people of this great nation 
shall call Alton B. Parker to the 
highest seat of responsibility, power 
and honor the republic has for gift 
to any man, 
he will discharge his 


heavy obligations as the organic law 
points out and as the statutes direct, 
wisely, safely, to the glory of the re- 
public and the weal of its people.

Police Judge 
: 'at Lee, Mass., 


Fines Attache of British 


Embassy, 


Washington, Sept. 27.—An obscure 


police justice--named Fholps, in the 
little town of Lee, Mass., vigilant in 
the punishment of autoniobiUsts who 
exceed tho speed limit; today took ac- 
tion which has stirred up the state 
departments of Great Britain and the 
United States. 
By imposing a fi.no 


on the third secretary of the British 
embassy the justice not only twisted 
the tail of the British lion, but vio- 
lated an important section of, the 
law of nations, which exempts those 
attached to foreign embassies from 
civil or criminal prosecution. 


It seems that Hugh Gurney, who is 


the third secretary of his Britannic 
majesty's embassy, was arrested for 
speeding his auto in Stockbridge, 
Mass., on Sunday. .When arraigned 
le refused to plead, citing: the inter- 
national law, but the justice said he 
did not recognize' international law 
n his court. When Mr. Gurney per- 
sisted in his refusal he wns fined $25 
'or contempt of court, and a similar 
amount for breaking the spaed ordi- 


ance. As the secretary did not have 


sufficient money with him to pay the 
fines he was escorted by a policeman 
,o Lennox, where the money was se- 
cured. 


Mr. Baikes, first secretary of the 


embassy, at once telegraphed a notic'o 
o the state department, and the de- 
mrtment notified the governor of 
Massachusetts. It is believed at the 
lepartiuent that the matter may be 
ar more serious than the local offl- 
ials at Leo seem to regard it. 
A section of the revised statutes 
irovides tha tevery officer concerned 
n the arrest or imprisonment of any 
mblic minister or his servant "shall 
)e deemed a violator of tho law of na- 
ions and a disturber of public repose 
and shall be imprisoned for not more 
han three years and fined at tho dls- 
retioii of the court." 
It remains for the 
governor of

LETTER OF ACCEPTANCE 


Democracy's 
Splendid 
Leader 


Sounds Good Democratic Doctrine 


in Outlining His Attitude Upon 


Questions of the Hour. 


HE SPESKS FHKLf UNO dlGEOUSU 


Reiterates His Position Upon the 


Money Question, the Tariff, the 
Trusts, Imperalism, Probity in Pub- 
lic Service and Other Issues With- 
out Evasion—Wholesome Conser- 
vatism and 
Safe Statesmanship 


Manifested in His Patriotic Devo- 
tion to the Constitution and the 


Law. 


W. Y., Sept. 28.—The letter 


of Judge Alton B. Parker, formally 
accepting the democratic nomination 
for president of the United States, 
•was made public to'day. The utter- 
ance in its complete form is as fol- 
lows: 


To the Honorable Chainp Clark and 
others, Cmnmltt&e, etc.—Gentleman: 
—In. my response to your com- 
mittee, at the formal 
notifi- 


cation 
proceedings, I 
referred 


to 
some 
matters 
not 
men- 


tioned in this letter. I desire that 
tlie»o be considered as incorporated 
herein, and regret that lack of 
space- prevents specific reference to 
them all. I wish, [here, howevor, 
again to refer to my views thevo 
expressed as to tho gold standard, 
to declare again any unqualified "be- 
lief In said standard, and to ex- 
press my appreciation of the aotlnn 
of the convention in. reply to my 
communication upon thnt subject. 


Grove public questions are press- 


ing for decision. 
The democratic 


party appeals to the people wi<;h 
confidence that its position on 
these questions -will be 
accepted 


and endorsed at tho polls. While 
tho itmues involved are numerous, 
some stand forth, pre-eminent in 
tho public mind. Among theao are 
tariff reform, imperialism, econom- 
ical administration and honesty In 
the public service. I ahull briefly 
consider these and 
some others 


•within the necessarily prescribed 
limits of this letter. 


IMPERIALISM. 


While I presented my views at the 
notification proceedings concerning 
th's vital IEIUP, tih* overshadowing 
importance of this question impels 
me to refer to it again. Tho isano 
is oftentimes referred to as Consti- 
tutionalism vs. Imperialism- 


H -we would retain our liberties 


and constitutional rights unim- 
paired, wo cannot permit or toler- 
ate, at any timo or for any purpose, 
tho arrogatdon of unconstitutional 
powers by the executive branch, or 
our government. We should be 
over mindful of the words of Web- 
ster, "Liberty is only to be pre- 
served by maintaining 
constitu- 


tional restraints and just divis- 
ions of political powera" 


Already the national government 


has become centralized beyond any 
point contemplated or Imagined by 
the trainers of the constitution. 
How tremendously all this has 
added to the power of the preal- 
dentl It has developed from y<sw 
to year until it almost equals that 
of many 
monarchs. 
While 
the 


growth of our country 
and the 


magitude of interstate interests 
may seem to furnish a plausible 
reason for this centralisation, of 
power, yet these same facts afford 
the most patent reason why the 
executive should not be permitted 
to encroach upon the other depart- 
ments of the government, and <v> 
sume legislative, or other powers,

The mngnltude of tho country 


and its diversity of interests and 
population "would enable a deter- 
mined, ambitious and able execu- 
tive, unmindful of constitutional 
limitations and fired with the lust 
of power, to go far in the usuroa-: 
tion of authority and the aggran- 
dizement of personal power before 
the situation could ho fully oppre-' 
elated or tho people be aroused. 


The issue of Imperialism which 


has been thrust upon tho country 
involves a decision -whether the! 


law of the land or the rule of indi- 
vidual caprice shall govern. 
Til's 


principle of imperialism may give 
rise to brUllamt, startling, dashing 
results, but the 
principle of de- 


mocracy holds in check the bril- 
liant executive and subjects him 
to the sober, conservative control 
of the people. 


The people of (the United States 


stand at the parting of the wayif. 
Shall we follow the footsteps nf 
our fathers 
along the 
paths of 


peace, prosperity and contentment, 
guided (by -the ever-living- spirit of 
the constitution which they framed 
for us, or shall wo go along other 
and 
untried 
paths, 
hitherto 


shunned by all, following "blindly 
new Ideals, which though appeal- 
Ing with brilliancy to tho imagina- 
tion and ambition, may prove a 
will o* the wisp, leading us Into 
difficulties from which it may be 
Impossible to extricate ourselvts 
without'lasting injury to our ni- 
ttonal character and institution!!? 


THE TAim-F A2fD TRUSTS 


Tariff reform is one of the cardi- 


nal principles of ttlio democratic 
faith, and tho necessity for It was 
never greater than at the present 
time. It should be undertaken at 
once in the Interest of all our peo- 
ple. 


Tho Dingley tariff is excessive hi 


many of its rates, and, as to them 
at least, unjustly and oppressively 
burdens the people. It secures to 
domestic manufacturers, singly or 
in combination, the privilege of ex- 
acting excessive prices at home and 
prices far above tho level of an lea 
mode regularly hy them abroad 
with profit, thus g-ivim? n bnuniy to 
foreigners 
at the expense of our 


own people- 


Its unjust taxation burdens the 


people generally, forcing them to 
pay excessive prices for food, fuel, 
clothing and other necessaries o£ 
life. 
It levies duties on mi'.ny 


articles not normally importa-i in 
any considerable amount, which are 
made 
extensively at home, 
for 


which the most extreme prjtuctioii- 
ist would hardly Justify protective 
taxes, and which in large amounts 
aro exported. Such duties h.iva bees 
and will continue to be a direct in- 
centive to the formation of huge 
industrial combinations, which, se- 
cure from foreign competition, nre 
enabled to stifle domestic conroeti- 
tion and practically to monopolize 
tho home market. 


It contains many duties imposed 


for the express purpose only, us 
was openly avowed, of furnishing 
a basis for reduction by means of 
reciprocal trade treaties, which the 
republican administration, implied- 
ly at least, promised t? nagotiato. 
Having, on this promise, secured 
the Increased duties, the lepubUcan 
party leaders, spurred on by pro- 
tected 
interests, 
def eateu 
lh e 


treaties negotiated by tho execu- 
tive, and now these same interests 
cling to the benefit of thoio duties 
which the people never intended 
they should have, and to which 
they have no moral right. 


Even now the argument most fre- 


quently urged in behalf of the 
Dingloy -tariff, and against tariff 
reform genernlly, is the necessity 
of caring for our infcnt iniustrios. 
Many of these industries, after a 
hundred years of lusty growth, are 
looming up as industrial giants." In

opoly, land gives justification to

For the above-mentioned reasons, 


among many others, tho people de- 


mand 'reform^ of thess abuses, and 
such reform Joniarias. and .should 
receive immediate .attention. 


The two leading parties have al- 


ways differed as, to the principle of 
customs taxation." • Our party has 
always advanced'.; the theory that 
the object is the raising of revenue 
for support 
of the 
government 


whatever other results, may inci- 
dentally now -therefrom. 
The re- 


publican party, on the other hand, 
contends 
that • customs ,. duties 


should bo levied primarily for pro-r 
tection, so-called, with revenue ns 
the' subordinate 'purpose, thus us- 
ing the power of taxation to -build 
up the business and property of tha 
few at the expense of the many. 


This difference of principle still 


subsists, but our party appreciates 
that the long-continued policy o£ 
the country, "as- manifested in its 
statutes, makes it necessary that 
tariff reform should . be prudently 
and sagaciously undertaken, on 
scientific principles, to the end thai 
there, should not be an immediate 
revolution in existing conditions. , 


In the words of our platform we 


demand "a revision' and a gradual 
reduction ."of 
the 
tariff 
by the 


friends of the masses, and for the 
common weal, and riot by tho 
friends of its abuses, its extortions' 
-and discriminations." 


In my response to your commit- 


tee I pointed out the methods under 
which a gradual reduction of cus- 
toms duties may be accomplished 
without disturbing business con- 
ditions. I desire again to express 
the opinion that this method should 
be followed. 


It is true that the republicans, 


who do not admit in their platform 
that tho Dingley tariff 
needs the 


slightest alteration, aro likely to 
retain a majority 
of the federal 


senate throughout the next presi- 
dential term, and could, therefore, 
if they' chose, block every attempt 
at legislative relief. But it should 
be remembered that the republican 
party includes many revlsonists, 
and I beliovo it will shrink from 
defying the popular will expressed 
unmistakably and peremptorily at 
thd hallpt box. 


The people demand reform of ex- 


isting conditions. 
Since the last 


democratic administration tho cost 
of living has grievously increased. 
Those having fixed Incomes have 
suffered 
keenly; those living on 


wages, if there has been any in- 
crease, know ithfit' ^uch /increase 
has not kept pace with the advance 
in tho cost of living, 
including 


rent and the necessaries of life. 
Mfiny today nre out of work, 
un- 


able to secure any wages at all. To 
alleviate these conditions, in so far 
as is in our power, should be our 
earnest endeavor. 


TRUST REMEDIES. 


I pointed out in my earlier re- 


sponse the remedy which, In my 
judgment, can effectually bo ap- 
plied agair.-3t monopolies, and the 
nssurannco was then given that 1C 
existing laws, including both stat- 
ute and common law, proved in- 
adequate, contrary to my expecta- 
tions, I favor such further legisla- 
tion within constitutional limita- 
tions as will best promote and safe- 
guard 
the interests of 
all the 


people. 


Whether 13iere is any 
common 


law which can> be applied and en- 
forced by the federal courts cannot 
be determined by the president or 
by a candidate for the presidency. 


The determination' of this ques- 


tion was left by the 
people .in 


framing- the 
constitution to 
the 


judiciary, and not to the executive. 
The supremo court of the United 
States has recently considered this 
question, and in the case 
of the 


Western Union telegraph company 
vs. the Call Publishing company, 
to be found in the 181st volume of 
the United States supreme court 
reports, at page 92, it decided that 
common law principles 
could ba 


applied by United States courts in 
cases involving 
inter-state com- 


merce 
In the absence 
of United 


States statutes specifically covering 
the cnse. Such is the law-of the 
land. 


RECIPROCITY. 


In my address to the notification 


committee I said that tariff reform 
"is demanded by the best interests 
of both manufacturer 
and 
con- 


sumer." With equal truth it can 
bo said that the benefits of recip- 
rocal trade treaties would inure to 
both. 
Thnt the consumer would 


ba helped Is unquestionable. That 
the manufacturer would receive 
great benefit by extending his mar- 
kets abroad hardly needs demons- 
tration. 
His productive capacity 


has outgrown tho home 
market. 


, The very term "homo market" has 


changed in Its significance. 
Once, 


from the manufacturers1 point of 
view, it meant expansion; today 
tho marvelous growth of our man- 
ufacturing industries has far ex- 
ceeded the consumptive capacity of 
our domestic markets and the term 
"home market" 
Implies contrac- 


tion rather than expansion. If we 
would run our mills to their full 
capacity, thus 'giving steady env 


ployraent to our waikmon and se- 
curing- to them.and to the manu- 
facturer the profits accruing from 
increased production, ;other mar- 
kets must.be found. Furthermore 
when f pur manufacturers 
are de- 


pendent on, -raw'materials in whole 
or in part imported it is'vital'to 
the

abroad thnt they secure their ^ma- 
terials on the

Our martyred, president, 
Wil- 


liam," McKiniley'; appreciated this 
situation'. '.He*, pointed but to 'his 
last address''.to the people that; we 
must.inake" sensible trade arrange- 
ments'if "we shall extend .the out- 
lets 'for our : increasing surplus." 
He said "a system which provides 
a mutual 'exchange of commodi- 
ties • is manifestly essential to tho 
continued and healthful growth of 
our: export .trade. * * * The. 
period 
p,of ex;clusiyeness 
is past. 


The expahsion 
of our trade and 


commerce is the pressing problem. 
Commercial wars arc unprofitable. 
A policy'of good- will and friendly 
relations .will preventt reprisals. 
Reciprocity'treaties are in harmony 
with the spirit of the times; meas- 
ures of • retaliation are. not." 


This argument was made in the 


interest 
of 
our 
marxifacturers, 


whose products, he Urged, "have 
so multiplied .that the problem of 
more markets' requires our urgent 
and immediate attention." He had, 
come to realize that the so-called 
"stnnd pat" policy must give way 
—that there -must be a reduction of 
duties to enable our manufactur- 
ers to cultivate' foreign markets. 
The last words of this presiderjt-^- 
who had won the affection of his 
countrymen—ought to be studied 
by every man who has any .doubt i 
of the necessity of a reduction in j 
tariff rates in the interest of the | 
manufacturer. 
They present with 


clearness a situation 
and a pro- 


posed remedy that prompted the

The persistent refusal of the re-

INDEPENDENCE FOR FILIPINOS. 


In some quarters it lias been ns- 


sumed that in the discussion of the 
Philippine question in my response 
the phrase "self government" wns 
intended to mean something less 
than independence. It WHS not in- 
tended that it should be understood 
to mean, uor do I think .as used it 
does mean less than independence. 
However, to eliminate all possibil- 
ity for conjecture, I now state that 
I am in hearty accord with thnt 
plank in our platform that favors 
doing for the Filipinos what we 
have already done for the Cubans; 
and I favor making the promise to 
them now that we shall take such 
action as soon as they are reason- 
ably prepared for it. If independ- 
ence, such 
ns the Cubans enjoy, 


cannot be prudently granted to the 
Filipinos at this time, the promise 
that it shall come the moment they 
nre capable of receiving it will tend 
to stimulate 
rather than hinder 


their development. And this should 
be done not only in justice to the 
Filipinos, but to preserve our own 
rights; for a 
free 
people cannot 


withhold freedom 
from another 


people and themselves remain free. 
The toleration of tyranny over oth- 
ers will soon breed contempt for 
freedom and self-government, an,i 
weaken our power of resistance to 
insidious usurpation of our consti- 
tutional rights. 


AMERICAN CITIZENSHIP. 


The pledge' of the platform to so-

cure to our citizens, without dis- 
tinction of race or creed, whothor 
native born or naturalized, at homo 
nnd abroad, the cqunl protection of 
the laws and the enjoyment, of all 
the rights and privileges open to 
them under tho covenants of our 
treaties, as their just duo, should 
bo made good to them. In the nc- 
complishmciit of thnt result it is 
essential that a passport issued by 
the government of 
the 
United 


States to an American citizen shrill 
be accepted the world over .is prc&i 
of citizenship. 


CIVIL SERVICE. 


The statute relating to civil serv- 


ice is (he outcome of the efforts ot 
thoughtful, unselfish 
nnd public 


spirited citizsns. Operation under 
it has frequently been of such n 
character as to offend against th-3 
spirit of the statute, but the results 
achieved, even under a partial en- 
forcement of the law, have been 
such as to both deserve and com- 
mand the utterance 
of the demo- 


cratic party 
that it stands com- 


mitted to the principle of civil serv- 
ice reform and demands its just and 
impartial enforcement. 


RECLAMATION OF ARID LANDS.

PARTY FOR PROTECTION.. 


The convention wisely 
declared 


In favor 
of "protection 
which 


guards and develops our indus- 
tries," and that "the measure cf 
protection should always at lenst 
equal the difference in the cost of 
production at homo and abroad." 


This principle was embodied in 


the platform of the convention 
which first nominated Abraham 
Lincoln, and it has continued to be 
one of the cardinal doctrines of the 
republican party during the forty- 
four years which 
have 
elapsed 


since then. It has become incor- 
porated Into the public law 
and 


has become the foundation of our 
industrial system. It has been re- 
garded by the republican party us 
a reasonable and appropriate esm*- 
clse of the legislative power when 
imposing duties upon imports to 
discriminate In favor of AmeVican 
industries. This principle is dic- 
tated by a due regard for our en- 
terprise 
and 
industry, 
and is 


founded upon the (highest consider- 
ations of national interest. 


The democratic convention which 


lately assembled at-St. Louis de- 
nounced "(protection as a robbery 
of the many to enrich the few,'1 
and favored a "revision and grad- 
ual reduction of the tariff." 
> 


ISSUE DISTINCTLY MADE. 


The issue Is thus distinctly made. 


It is; by no means a new one, for 
while the republican party has uni- 
formly adhered to the policy of 
protection, the democratic party 
has been consistent In Its opposi- 
tion. It has held to the doctrine of 
a revenue tariff, and during all the 
'years of the contest has maintained 
that the protective system was op- 
posed to good morals, In contraven- 
tion of the constitution and in vi,i- 
lation of sound economics. The 
objections which are now urged 
against It are only a repetition of 
'those jWhlcli have found utterance 
for "many years. The 
difference 


between the parties Is radical and 
fundamental. It involves 'the prin- 
ciple of protection and not simply 
the measure of the duties to be 
laid. 


A revision of duties should bfl 


made only when conditions have so 
changed that the public interest 
demands their alteration, and they 
should be so revised as to preserve 
and not destroy the (protective prin- 
ciple. 


PERIL IN REVENUE TARIFF. 


A revision and 
reduction by 


those who regard the tariff as a 
robbery must awaken serious ap- 
prehension among all whose capi- 
tal is employed or who are cngagafl 
at labor In the various enterprises 
throughout the country, which d«- 


perid, in large measure upon the 
maintenance of the protective sys- 
tem. A revision of the tariff along 
revenue lines means the increasad 
importation of the products of for- 
eign manufacture which come into 
competition with our domestic pro- 
duction. 
It means a loss to tha 


American wage-earners and to 


( American capital. .. This, is, there- 


• fore, not 
a theoretical question 


which is presented to them, but is 
one of immediate and practical mo- 
ment. It can be settled by them, 


• and by them only. 


History abundantly shows that 


. the greatest industrial development 


of the country has occurred during- 
the period when the protective 
tariff has be-sn maintained and thut 
during this time labor has received 
its largest rewards rnd capital Iws 
been most profitably engaged. 


PROTECTION VINDICATED. 


The development of the country 


during the, last; forty-four years is 
a complete vindication of the vir- 
tue and efficacy of n protective sys- 
tem. Its benefits'have been dif- 
fused through all sections of the 
country and among all our people. 
It has enlarged our horns market 
until it has become the greatest in 
the world. This we should not un- 
necessarily surrender. We 
have 


believed it to be a wise nationil 
policy to preserve the American 
market for American producers and 
to secure to our v/orklngirten an 
increased wage scale. 


In 1860 the value of our exports 


and manufactures was $40,345,- 
892. 
Twenty years later it wns 


$102,866,015, and last year $4.52,- 
445,629. The pretension of Its op- 
ponents that the protective tariff is 
Inconsistent with the extension of 
our foreign commerce Is thus de- 
nied by actual results. In consid- 
ering ttie effect of the respective 
tariff policies of the republican and 
democratic parties we are , fortu- 
nately able to consult past experi- 
ence. What a revenue tariff will 
accomplish we know, for we have 
hitherto seen how it has arrested 
industrial development and embar- 
rassed enterprise to the injury of 
both labor and capital. 
Neither 


escapes its 'blighting effects. 


Commercial reciprocity with for- 


eign countries "consistent with tlie 
principles of protection" has loni; 
been ono of tho well-recognized 
policies of the republican party. 
The present administration, in the 
face of serious democratic opposi- 
tion, secured a treaty of reciprocity 
with Cuba, which promises to glvo 
us control o£ a large share of the 
commerce of that island. 


TRIED TO GET TREATIES. 


Both Presidents 
McKinley and 


Roosevelt attempted to negotiiuo 
a treaty of reciprocity with Caiiadi. 
That subject, 
together witti the 


Alaskan boundary and other mat- 
ters, wore submitted to a joint higa 
commission for consideration, but 
the differences which arose between 
the American and the British com- 
missioners 
with 
respect to the 


boundary, made it impossible for 
the commission to agree upon any 
of the remaining subjects submit- 
ted for its do term! nation. 


The American commissioners de- 


Bired to remit tho boundary 
dis- 


pute to tho two governments and 
to proceed with the consideration 
of all other questions, including 
reciprocity, but the 
British com- 


missioners declined to proceed fur- 
ther while the boundary remained 
undetermined. 
Subsequently 
the 


boundary commission was created 
and the boundary lino has been set- 
tled, but no agreement has becii 
reached for further consideration of 
the remaining questions embraced 
in the procotol. It is hoped that 
the two governments may be able 
to agree in due course to take tip 
the subject -of reciprocity 
with 


Canada according to the principle 
laid 
down In the republican na- 


tional platform. 


TRUSTS NATURAL PRODUCT. 


The platform appropriately rec- 


ognizes combinations of capital an.i 
labor as the 
outgrowth of our 


economic development, and as en- 
titled to the equal protection anil 
subject to the like restrictions of 
the law. 


The Administration has enforce;!' 


the Sherman nnti-trust act, which 
was of republican origin, in cases 
where combinations have been 
formed in violation of its provi- 
sions. The law, which was regard- 
ed ns ineffective by a democratic 
administration, has been invoked 
by tho president against combina- 
tions in restraintofwholesome com- 
merce, and it has been upheld by 
the courts. 


The congress last year enacted a 


law to expedite the hearing and 
determination of suits arising tin- 
der the anti-trust and inter-stata 
commerce acts, so that the ends of 
justice might 
not be defeated by 


delay. 
It created the department 


of commerce and labor, with au- 
thority to obtain necessary Infor- 
mation with respect to tho creation 
and operation of corporations en- 
gaged in inter-state commerce. It 
also amended the inter-state com- 
merce law so as effectually to abol- 
ish the pernicious system of rebates 
under which large shippers could 
crush their smaller competitors. 
These are important, practical steps 
taken b'y a republican president and 
a republican congress for tho pro-

ACCUSES DEMOCRATS. 


The democratic party has dona 


nothing 
towards 
safeguarding 


legitimate interests and restraining 
combinations effected for extortion 
or other improper purposes. 
It 


proposes as a principal remedy for 
unjust combinations to remove tha 
tariff from trust-made goods, there- 
by Inviting the foreign producer to 
occupy our homo market in an at- 
tempt 
to regulate 
our own in- 


dustries. It has assumed that tha 
so-called trusts are either created 
or fostered by the tariff. The as- 
sumption is fallacious. Trusts are 
found In free trade countries and 
they control commodities in this 
country which are upou the free 
list. 


Tho republican party is more di- 


rect and rational. It docs not strike 
down good and bad alike. It In- 
vokes tho authority of congress and 
the power of tho courts to deal with 
specific, well-defined combinations 
In restraint of tho rights and in- 
terests of the people. It is as In- 
sistent upon the protection of capi- 
tal employed in wholesome enter- 
prises as in preventing its use in 
contravention of tho public inter- 
ests. 


The convention very properly de- 


clared It "to he the duty of the re- 
publican party to uphold the gold 
standard." 
There is no moro, Im- 


portant duty than to maintain the 
stability and the character of the 
money of the people. Their mani- 
fold exchanges should be effected 
In a currency as( free from blemish 
as the national integrity. Tho re- 
publican party has been essentially 
the guardian of the financial credit 
o£ the country, and the stead fas I 
supporter of sound currency. 
It 


has maintained the national credit 
and preserved the soundness of our 
monetary system against persist- 
ent and powerful opposition. 


MAY NOT BE SETTLED. 


The money question has seemed 


to be settled at various times, but 
the contest has been revived by the 
enemies of sound ino'ney whenever 
they have thought that they might 
be successful. Wo should not re- 
lax our vigilance in upholding the 
integrity of our currency so long 
as a considerable element 
or our 


country are at war with it. 


The assumption that the gol;l 


standard 
is "irrevocably

lished" does violence to the law. It 
was established by an act of con- 
gress, but the congress may alter, 
amend or repeal that act at any 
time. 
It is no more irrevocably 


established 
than are 
our tariff 


schedules. The one may be change'! 
as readily as the other. 


If In the future the exigencies of 


business, which no wisdom can now 
foresee, 
should 
make additional 


monetary or financial legislation 
advisable, 
tho republican party 


may be Intrusted to enact it along 
rational lines. 


PANAMA CANAL. 


The president's course Ini Panama 


merits the most generous approval. 
He dealt with n delicate and diffi- 
cult situation clearly within our 
national rights in such a way as 
to make possible the early com- 
pletion 
of on 
lsthmia.ni 
canal, 


which has long been demanded In 
the interest of our commerce and 
the national defense. . 


He concluded the 
negotiations 


with Great Britain for the abro- 
gation 
of 
the 
Clayton-Bulwer 


treaty. 
Ho negotiated 
a treaty 


with the Republic of Colombia for 
tho requisite rights and franchises 
for the construction and operation 
of a canal. 
Its ratification 
was 


contemptuously 
refused 
by the 


Colombian government. Thereupon 
the people of Panama renounced 


their allegiance to the parent gov- 
ernment and declared their inde- 
pendence. 
The president, 
acting 


•within the limits of his executive 
authority and in conformity with 
well established precedent, prompt- 
ly recognized their independence. 
He negotiated a treaty with Pana- 
ma, wh ereby tn o 
Uni ted B tates 


obtained the necessary rights and 
franchises for building and oper- 
ating fcha canal. 


The completion of this 
great 


work should be left to tiie admin- 
istration which has done so much 
to carry It forward against for- 
midable obstacles abroad and vex- 
atious opposition at homo. 


THE PHILIPPINES. 


The administration In the Phil- 


ippines has been dictated by 
n 


broad sense of duty. 
It 'has not 


been subversive 
of our national 


ideals, but has been in conformity 
with the best traditions of the re 
public. 


Tho archipelago 
came 
to tho 


United States as the result of n 
wnr and It became the duty of the 
admin"! strati on to enforce the laws 
there as elsewhere, to maintain the 
national sovereignty 
and to In- 


augurate civil 
government. 
Be- 


fore tho Insurrection 
had ceased 


President McKinley admirably ex- 
pressed our purpose. ' 


President Roosevelt 
has

President McKinley. 


Military rule was quickly suc- 


ceeded by Ure civil authority. 
The 


poeplo of the islands

NOT A QUESTION OP PROFIT.

not forget that tho United States 
did not 'go to war with Spain fo.- 
dollars and cents. 
They 
should 


remember that when It comes to a 
matter of duty the United States 
does not consider the coat. When 
the history of our 
country 
is 


written, it will be found that there 
is no brighter page, or one wililch 
will yield more pleasure and satis- 
faction in Its contemplation, than 
the one which tells of our discharge 
of the responsibilities growing out 
of the war with Spain. The arch- 
ipelago belongs 
to

United 


States. Its title is vested in this 
government by virtue of the treaty

PENSION'S POAt OLD SOLDIEES 


AND SAILORS. 


The national democracy favois 


liberal pensions to the surviving 
soldiers and sailors and their ie- 
pendents, on the ground .that the-/ 
deserve 
liberal treatment. 
It 


pledges by its platform adequate 
legislation to that end. But it de- 
nies tho right of the executive to 
usurp the power of congress to leg- 
islate on that subject. Such usurpa- 
tion -was attempted by Pension Or- 
der No. 78, and effect has 
bean' 


given to it by a congress that dared 
not resent the usurpation. 
It Is 


said that "this order was made in 
the performance of a duty impos-jd 
upon the president by act of con- 
gress," but the provision making 
the imposition is not pointed out. 
The act to which the order refers, 
•which is the one relating to pen- 
sions to civil war veterans, dies 
not 
authorize pensions 
on 
the 


ground of age. It docs grant pea- 
elans to those "suffering from any 
mentalor physical disability,or dis- 
abilities, of a permanent character, 
not the result of their own viclo::s 
habits, 
which 
30 incapacitates 


them from the 
performance 
i>f 


manual labor as to render them 
unable to earn a support." 
This 


specified requirement of IncapacUy 
is In effect set aside by Order No. 
78 as tc all persons over sixty-two. 


The war closed nearly forty years 


ago. In the meantime many of our 
soldiers and sailors long survived 
the age of sixty-two, and passed 
away without receiving any pen- 
sion. 
Skillful pension attorneys 


hunting through the statute failed 
to fliid there a provision giving a 
pension to all who 
had reached 


sixty-two. 
Many prominent vet- 


erans urged tho justice of congrca- 
eional action giving a service pen- 
sion to all veterans. Bills to that 
effect were introduced in congress. 
And not until March of this year 
did any 
one ever claim to havo 


made the discovery that the presi- 
dent had power to treat the statute 
ns if it rend that when a claimant 
had passed the age of sixty-two 
years 
ho is necessarily 
disabled 


one-half 
in ability 
to perform 


mnnunl labor and therefore entitled 
to a pension. 


The president of tho civil service 


commission, General John 0. Black, 
formerly commissioner of pensions 
and 
coimniinder-iu-chicf 
of 
the 


Grand Army of the Republic, indi- 
cated his view of the order when in 
a recent address 
ho thanked tho 


president for what ho had done, and 
advised his hearers to use their in- 
fluence that a law might be passed 
to the same effect. Full confidence 
after all seems not to have been 
placed on the defense of Justifica- 
tion, for it Is pleaded in mitigation 
that a former democratia president 
did something looking in that di- 
rection. 
Even if that were BO— 


which is not admitted—our present 
duty would be none the less plain 
and Imperative. Our people must 
never tolerate the citation of one 
act of usurpation of power as an 
excuse for another. The first may 
possibly be due to mistake; the sec- 
ond, being based on the first, can- 
not be. 
In explanation, however, 


it should be said that the order re- 
lied on simply provided that the 
age of seventy-five years should be 
regarded tis evidence of Inability to 
perform manual labor. 
Few men 


are able to perform manual labor at 
that age, but nearly all men are at 
sixty-two. The first order Is based 
an a fact that experience teaches, 
the other Is based on the assertion 
of that which is not true as a gen- 
eral rule. 


The old inquiry, "What are yoa 


going to do about 
itP" is now 


stated in a new form. It is said by 
the administration, in reply to the 
public criticism of this order, that 
"It Is easy to test our opponents' 
sincerity in this matter. The order 
in 
question Is revocable at the 


pleasure of the executive. 
If our 


opponents come into power they can 
revoke this order and announce that 
they will treat 
the 
veterans of 


sixty-two and seventy as presum- 
ably In full bodily vigor and not 
entitled to pension. Will they au- 
thoritatively state that they intend 
to do this? 
If so, we accept the 


issue." 


This suggests the suspicion, at 


least, that the order was made to 
create an issue—that it was sup- 
posed to present a strong strategic 
position in the battlo of the ballots. 
On the assumption that the 
ordai- 


ns atated by the administration is 
revocable at the 
pleasure of the 


executive, It having, been an at- 
tempted, though perhaps unwitting 
encroachment 
on the 
legislative 


power and therefore unwarranted 
by the constitution, I accept the 
challenge and declare that if elect- 
ed I will revoke that order. But 
I go further and say that that be- 
ing done, I will contribute my ef- 
fort toward the enactment of a law 
to be passed by both houses of con- 


gress and approved by the execu- 
tive that -win giv« «n age pension 
without reference to disability to 
the surviving heroes of tie civil 
•war; 'and under the provisions of 
•which a pension may be accepted 
with dignity because of the con- 
sciousness that It comes as a Just 
due from the people through their 
chosen representatives, and not as 
largeus distributed by the chief ex- 
ecutive. . • . 
• 


FOREIGN RELATIONS. 


The foreign relations of the gov- 


ernment have in late' years as- 
sumed special importance. 
Prior 


to the acquisition- of the Philin- 
plnes, we were practically invul- 
nerable against attacks by foreign 
states. Those tropical possessions, 
however, seven 
thousand 
miles 


from, our shores, have changed all 
this and have in effect put us under 
bonds to keep the'peace. The new 
conditions call for a management 
of foreign affairs the more circum- 
spect in that the recent American 
invasion of foreign markets in all 
parts of the world has excited the 
serious apprehension 
of all 
the 


great industrial peoples. It is es- 
sential, therefore, more than ever, 
to adhere strictly to the traditional 
policy of the country as formulate! 
by Its first president and never, in 
my judgment, 
wisely departed 


from—to invite friendly relations 
with all nations while avoiding en- 
tangling alliances with any. Such 
a policy means the cultivation of 
peace instead of the glorification of 
war, and the minding of bur own 
business in lieu of spectacular in- 
termeddling with the affairs of oth- 
er nations. It means strict observ- 
ance of the principles of interna- 
tional law and condemns the doc- 
trine that a great state, by reason 
of its strength, may rightfully ap- 
propriate the sovereignty or terri- 
tory of a small state on account of 
its weakness. It means for other 
American states that we claim no 
rights and will 
assume no func- 


tions save those of a friend and of 
an ally and defender as against 
European aggressions. 
It means 


that we repudiate the role of the 
American continental policeman; 
that we refuse to act as debt col- 
lector for foreign states or their 
citizens; that we respect the inde- 
pendent sovereignty o£ each Amer- 
ican state and its right to preserve 
order and 
otherwise regulate its 


own internal affairs in 
its own 


•way; and that any intervention in 
Its affairs by us is limited to the 
single office of enabling its people 
to work out their own political and 
national destiny for 
themselves 


free from the coercion of any Eu- 
ro penn state. 


REFORM 
IN 
GOVERNMENTAL 


EXPENDITURES. 


Twenty-eight years have passed 


since the democratic party of the 
etato of New York, In convention 
assembled, recommended 
to 
the 


national democracy the nomination 
of Samuel J. Tilden as its candi- 
date for the presidency, and 
:i«- 


clared it to bo "their settled con- 
viction that a return to the consti- 
tutional 
principles, 
frugal 
ex- 


penses and administrative purity 
of the founders of the republic is 
the first and most imperious duty 
of 
the 
times,—the commanding 


Issue now before the people of ihe 
Union." 
This strong expression 


was called forth by the national 
expend!ture.s for the 
year 1875, 


which amounted to $274,000,000, 
a situation which, in the opinlun 
of a majority at our people, justi- 
fied an imperative demand for re- 
form In the administration of pub- 
lic affairs. 
As the expenditures 


of the last fiscal year amounted to 
the enormous total of $582,000,- 
000, it Is evident that a thorough 
investigation of the public service 
and the immediate abandonment of 
useless and extravagant expendi- 
tures are more necessary now than 
they were then. This astounding 
increase is out of all proportion to 
tbe increase of our population, find 
finds no excuse from 
whatever 


aspect we view the situation. The 
national democratic platform 
de- 


^clares that "large reductions can 
easily be made In the annual ex- 
penditures of the government with- 
out impairing the efficiency of any 
branch of ti^e public service." Can 
there be any doubt of the accuracy 
of this statement? Between 
the 


expenditures of the year 
1886, 


amounting to $242,000,000, and 
those of the last fiscal year—the 
seventh 
after 
Grover Cleveland 


ceased to be president—aggregat- 
ing $582,000,000, there is a differ- 
ence so great as to oxoito alarm In 
tho breasts of all thoughtful man. 
Even excluding the sum of $60,- 
000,000 paid for the Panama canal 
rights and to the state of Panama, 
the expenditures of the last fiscal 
year exceeded tho Bum of $532,- 
000,000, being more than doublo 
the expenditures of the 
govern- 


ment for all purposes during thu 
first year of Mr. Cleveland's ad- 
ministration. 


The expenses of the first four 


years succeeding the last demo- 
cratic administration amounted to 
the enormous average of $511,- 
000,000 par year. 
This large ex- 


penditure was due to a considerable 
extent to the cost of the Spaniah- 
Amerlcan war, which occurred dur- 


ing that period; but the terrain 
tton of that -war brought no relt 
to the treasury, for the averab 
annual expenses of the 
gover; 


ment, during the three subsequei 
years ending June 30, 1604, • 
about $519,000,000, which is 
largest sum hitherto reached, dur 
ing a like period, since tho close s 
the civil war.. 


This draft upon the revenues of 


the country has had 
the 
effcc 


which might have been anticipated 
and now we have presented the re 
verse of the situation, which led t 
the famous observation, "It is a 
condition, and not a theory, ivhicl 
.confronts us;" for, although 
Ui 


present incumbent found at th,, 
close of the first fiscal year, during 
which he assumed control of the 
adtninistration, a surplus of .„ 
ceipts over expenditures of more 
than $91,000,000, there -was an ax- 
cess of expenditures over receipts 
at the close of the last fiscal year 
of $4*1,000,000, and 
the 
official 


monthly reports made by the treas- 
ury department show that the ex- 
penditures are continuously and 
rapidly increasing, while the re- 
ceipts are diminishing. 


In this connection It is interest- 


Ing to note the recent administra- 
tive orders forbidding government 
officers from making public any 
statement of estimates on which 
future 
appropriations 
are to bo 


based. 


If a man of ordinary intelligence 


and prudence snouhi find In the 
operating expenses of his busineso 
such a tremendous percentageof In- 
crease, would he not promptly B 
on foot an inquiry for the cau 
of the -waste, and taie immedii 
measures to stop 
it, 
especial 


when trusted employes have bee 
found dishonest and convicted, an^ 
a widespread 
impression 
exi_ 


that a thorough investigation ma 
discover other cases of malfeas 
anceP 
When the chief oxecutlv 


reported to congress that, "throng 
frauds, forgeries 
and perjurlc 


and by shameless 
brib&ries 
th 


laws relating- to the proper conduc 
of the public service in 
genera 


and to the due administration o 
the postofflco department have bee 
notoriously violated . . . . . 
there was a general popular d« 
mand for a rigid, sweeping invent 
gatlon by congress, in addition t< 
that undertaken by the executl -< 
himself. 
Such 
an invest! gatloi 


th republican majority in congress 
would not permit, although the mi 
norlty insisted that tho intercuts 
of good government demanded 
And the minority was right, i'he 
liberality, i-utrlotlem ana national 
prldo of the people should not b» 
mnde an excuse for waste* of the 
public funds. 
Official 
extrava- 


gance Is official crime. 


There is not a sentence in tho re- 


publican platform recommending a 
reduction In the expenditures of 
tho government; not a HIW suggest- 
ing that the increase in the coal 
of the war department from $34,- 
000,000 In 1880 to $110,000,000 in 
1004 should be inquired into, and 
not a paragraph calling for a thor- 
ough investigation of those depart- 
ments of the government in -which 
dishonesty has been- recently dli 
closed. 


The people, however, can by their 


voten, if tlioy desiro it, crdcr such 
an investigation and inaugurate a 
policy of economy and retrench- 
ment. It is safe to say that this 
will not be accomplished by indors- 
ing at the polls the 
republican 


majority of the house of represent- 
atives which refused tho investi- 
gation and made 
the appropria- 


tions, nor by continuing in power 
the administration which made the 
disbursements. 


Reform in expenditures must be 


had in the civil, military and nava 
establishments in order that tin 
national 
expenditures 
may 
be 


brought to a basis of peace and the 
government 
maintained 
without 


recourse to the taxes of war. 


CONCLUSION. 


I have 
put aside a congenial 


•work to which I had expected to 
devote my life in order to assume, 
as best I con, the responsibilities 
your convention put upon me. 


I solicit the cordial co-operation 


and generous assistance of every 
man who believes that a change 
of measures and men-at this time 
would bo wise, tmd urgo harmony 
of endeavor ns well as vigorous 
action on the part of all HO minded.

law or become one of individual 
caprice? 


Shall we cling to the rule of the 


people or ehall -we embrace benefi- 
cent despotism? 


With calmness and confidence we 


await the people's verdict. •
